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Vatican repeats ‘No’ 


on women priests, 


deacon 1 issue open

WASHINGTON (NC)—Women cannot become 


priests in the Catholic Church, the Vatican’s top. 


agency for Catholic belief declared Jan. 27. But it 
deliberately avoided discussing their possible 
role as deacons. 


In an 18-page formal declaration approved by 
‘Pope Paul, the Vatican’s Doctrinal Congregation 
said it ‘ ‘judges it necessary to recall that the 
Church, in fidelity to the example of Our Lord, 
-does not consider herself authorized to admit 


- women to priestly ordination.’’ 


WHILE EXPLICITLY excluding women from 


““priestly’’ ordination, the document did not take: 
“any stand on the ordination of women to the 
_diaconate. According to a commentary released 


along with the document, that question was 
‘purposely excluded and left to: a -future 
discussion. - 


‘In a lengthy explanation of its position, the 


“ congregation cited among its reasons ‘‘the — 
- Church’s constant tradition,’’ ‘‘the attitude of 
.Christ,’’ and ‘‘the practice of the Apostles.” 


A central point in the congregation’s 


* explanation was that ‘‘Christ is a man,’’ and this 
has symbolic meanings which preclude the. 
ordination of women as priests. aes 


“UNLESS ONE IS to disregard the importance : 


of this symbolism for the economy of revelation, 
it must be admitted that, in actions which 
demand the character of ordination and in which 
Christ himself, the author of the. covenant, the 


bridegroom and head of the Church, is. 


represented exercising his ministry of salvation 
—his role...must be taken by a man.’ 


The congregation also cited the “‘permanent 
value of the attitude of Jesus and the Apostles,”’ 
Saying that constant Church practice in the light 
of that attitude ‘‘has a normative character}. in 
the fact of conferring priestly ordination only on 
men, it is a question of an unbroken tradition 
throughout the history of the Church, universal 
in the East and in the West.”’ 


The Doctrinal Congregation’s declaration, 


- signed by the Prefect Cardinal Franjo Seper, and 


Secretary Archbishop Jerome Hamer, is entitled, 


_. “Declaration-on the Question of the Admission of : 


Women to the Ministerial Priesthood.’’ 


BECAUSE OF the closeness of Anglicans 


and many Lutherans to Catholic .beliefs and 


practices, the ordination of women in those 


denominations has made the issue an important 
ecumenical one. 


The congregation rejected ike argument that | 


denying the priesthood to women is a form of 
discrimination against women. 


“It must not be forgotten that the’ priesthood 


does not form part of the rights of the individual, 
but stems from the economy of the mystery of 
Christ and the Church. The priestly office cannot 
become the goal of social advancement; no 
merely human progress of society or of the 


_ individual can of itself give access to it: it is of . 


another ordef.’’ 


THE | DOCUMENT urged Christians to 
meditate on ‘‘the real equality of the baptized 
which is one of the. great affirmations of 
Christianity: equality is in no way identity, for 
the Church is a differentiated body, in which 
each individual has his or her role. The roles are 
distinct, and must not be confused; they do not 


‘favor the superiority of some vis- -a-vis the 
others.’’ 


Bishop Leo T. Maher said the deilaiation was | 


‘‘timely and nécessary’’. He said it would so 
to be a most valuable ‘ ‘teaching document’’ 
the priesthood.

Record crowd marches against abortion

The Southern California sun kept trying.to break through 


the overcast last Saturday, Jan. 22, as if in an effort to 


brighten the melancholy mood of pro-lifers gathered around _ 


the San Diego community concourse. 


They marched, they prayed, they spoke on behalf of more 
than four million unborn children destroyed since the U.S. 
Supreme Court legalized abortion four years earlier, in a 
decision handed down on Jan. 22, 1973. 

THE OCCASION was the fourth annual March for Life 
sponsored by several San Diego County pro-life groups. 


And march they did, some 2,500 strong, the largest 


attendance ever, silently picking up their cadence and 


lodging their abortion protest with signs carried through the 
downtown streets surrounding the concourse. 


After the march, during a brief program, the Rev. 
William Johnson of South East United Presbyterian Church 
delivered the invocation praying that, in the issue of 
abortion, ‘‘the physicians’ hands be stayed, mothers’ minds 
be unclogged, and parents’ hearts be melted.”’ 


STATE ASSEMBLYMAN Jim Ellis of the 77th district 
expressed surprise at the turnout, remarking it was “SO 
times better’’ than he expected. 


Promising to poll his district on the right-to-life issue, 
Assemblyman Ellis, a Baptist, noted that his ‘sentiments 
could best be expressed by a sign he noticed in the crowd. 
He quoted: 

“Save the whale from the hiarpoone:¢ Great! Save the 
dolphin from the tuna nets? Fantastic! Save the unborn 
child? Please!’ 


CLEARLY AFFIRMING his S athiott State Assemblyman 


. Pete Chacon, a Catholic, of the 79th district, declared: 


“Abortion is plain murder. And it is the worst kind of 
murder because its victims are so completely innocent. It 
symbolizes our violence-prone society.”’ é 

Assemblyman Chacon urged the crowd to continue their 
fight against abortion because ‘‘the future of our society”’ 
depends on stopping it. 

Other Protestant clergyman decried ‘‘the evil of 
abortion’’ and spoke of the need for a human life 
amendment to the Constitution. 


ATTORNEY Burton Shamsky of Solana Beach defined the 


_ issue: ‘‘Everyone seems to agree that the unborn child is 


human,”’ he said. ‘‘But the Supreme Court has said that the 
fact is meaningless because they are not persons. 
“Accordingly more than one million unborn children are 
killed each year in this country. Restoring their 
‘personhood’ is what a human life amendment is all about.’’ 


To illustrate the death toll of abortion during the program, 


-800 white balloons were released ‘‘to symbolize for us the 


innocent human beings who are killed by abortion in one 
hour of one working day. in this country, prpronmeely 
800,’’ the program read. 


A GREAT ROUND of applause greeted the panehiditg 
speaker, a Catholic leader in the pro-life fight, Father

church, El Cajon. He painted the abortion picture as 
“tancient paganism breathing its way back into our society.’’

“It may take considerable 
time to obtain a human life 
amendment by Congress,’ 
according to David Casey, 
immediate past president of 
the California State Bar 
Association. 


He made the observation 
as keynote speaker at the 
annual Pro-Life Memorial 
Dinner in San Diego Jan. 22, 
attended by 150 persons. 


THE DINNER is sponsored 
each year on the anniversary 
of the Supreme Court deci- 
sion legalizing abortion, by 
the Pro-Life League, to raise 
funds to support its abortion . 
alternative hotline, 583-LIFE, 
and its pro-life educational 
activities. - : 


Among the reasons cited 
by Casey for such a long wait 
for a human life amendment 
were: 


—The difficulty of formu- 
lating an amendment pro- 
posal that ‘‘will effectively 
and intrinsically respond to 
the problems created by the 
Wade and Bolton decisions’’; 


—tThe need for developing 
a consensus among pro-life 
forces on the appropriate 
form of amendment; 


—The difficulty of getting 
an acceptable proposal 
through Congress; 


—The process ‘perhaps 
seven years long’’ of ratifica- 
‘tion by state legislatures. 


“It is a terribly tragic 
thing,’’ he said, ‘‘that in the

Rosary was the only school 
owned by the Sisters of St. 
Joseph, who staff five Cali- 
fornia high schools, accord- 
ing to Sister Joann Tabor, 
Rosary principal. ‘‘The deci- 
sion to close was very painful 
for us,’’ she noted. : 
Among the reasons,: she 
said, are the ‘‘inability to 
meet the increasing costs of 
operating the school, and a 
declining, number of Sisters 
available to staff the school.”’ 


NOTING that Rosary has | 


been operating with an in- 
creasing deficit since 1970, 
“despite a diocesan sub- 
sidy’’, Sister Tabor added 
that enrollment has fallen off 
to 244 girls from a peak of 
480 girls in the 1962-63 


Father Ronald Mendonca, 
diocesan superintendent of 
schools, was ‘‘saddened’’ by 


“the news of Rosary’s closing. 


He said the ‘‘diocese owes 
the Sisters a great debt for all 
they have done.’’ 


SISTER Tabor explained 
that, although tuition at 
Rosary was equivalent to that 
of the other Catholic high 
schools in the city, ‘“‘we 
would turn no girl away for 
inability to pay. 

“Our community had a 


. plan whereby we would make 


up the difference between 


tuition and what a girl could -

afford to pay,’’ she said. 


But what of those Rosary 
students who had hoped to 


finish their high school years . 


at Rosary? 


It is unlikely, according to 
Father Mendonca, ‘’that Our 


Lady of Peace Academy, a , 


girls’ high school operated 


by the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondolet, or University 
High School, a coeducational 
school operated by the dio- 
cese, can make room for 
them. Both have waiting 
lists.”’ 


HE HOPES that space for 
many of the girls can be 
found at Marian High School, 
Imperial Beach, which is 
operated by the diocese. 
“We are trying to devise a 
plan to provide transporta- — 
tion for the girls,’’ he added. 


He also asserted that the 
closing announcements by 
Rosary and San Luis Rey 
falling in the same year are | 
“sheer coincidence’’. 


“It is not indicative of a 
trend. It is just that financial 
burdens grew too great for 
these two schools,’’ said 
Father Mendonca. ‘‘As far as 
I know, there are no plans to 
close any other schools.”’ 


Rel. ed. diploma program called ‘success’

Will the quality of religi- 
ous instruction in the diocese 
improve as a result of the 
religious education diploma 
program? Has it done its job? 

“Only time can answer 
that definitely,’’ says Sister 
Josephine Breen, director of 
the program launched a year 
ago as a joint effort of the 
diocese and the University of 
San Diego. 

‘A MAJORITY of the 
evaluations turned in by the 
some 300 people who have 


taken the course tell us the’ 


program has been well 
received and has had some 
positive benefits,’’ Sister 
Breen said. : 
When it was launched in 
January, 1976, the program 
was geared toward parents, 
Catholic school teachers, 
CCD instructors and adult 
education leaders, in short 
anyone involved in religious 
instruction. : 


“MANY OF these 
people,”’ according to Sister 
Breen, ‘‘felt insecure as 
religion instructors because 
they lacked background and 
because of changes in the 
Church since Vatican II. 

‘*To fill this need some- 
thing more than the annual 


- valid,”’ 


diocesan Congress, but less 
than a college degree pro- 
gram in religious education 
was needed,”’ she continued. 


“THE NEED. still exists 
and the program is. still 
Sister Breen as- 
serted. 


But there have been com- 
plaints, ‘‘most of which 
center on the cost of the 
program,’ according to the 
Sister. “It is expensive, and 
we are working on ways: to 
bring the cost down,’’ she 
said. — 


BUT, SHE says, ‘‘we do 
not expect every teacher in 
the diocese to enroll in the 
program. We do hope for 
some from each parish to 
achieve the goal of having 
trained religious education 


leaders in each parish.”’ 


In addition there are three 
factors whose combined ef- 
effect might make the diplo- 
ma program unnecessary in 
Sister Breen’s opinion. 


“The CCD office is work- . 
ing out new teacher certifica- 
tion requirements; the 
schools office is ‘evaluating 
the religious education quali- 
fications its teachers require; 
and USD will soon offer a 
master’s degree program in 
religious education,’’ Sister 
Breen noted. 


‘‘When all that happens, it 
may be necessary for the new 
Total Teaching Mission 
Board to take another look at 
the diploma program to see if 
it should be continued as is, © 
re-oriented or dropped.”’

Seeing that prayer for unity extends 
throughout the world among all Christians is a - 
source of joy. In growing numbers, Catholics, 
Orthodox and Protestants—all baptized in the 
name of the Holy Trinity,—are uniting this 
week to ask for mutual, full unity. 


In this way the deep bonds by which 
Christians are still bound to one another 
become more manifest. In the same way they 
express the common will to obey the Lord who 
wishes that his Church, one and single, be fully 
and harmoniously assembled ‘‘in the confes- 
sion of one faith, in the common celebration of 
divine worship and in the fraternal harmony of 
the family of God.’ 


But our prayer to God cannot be limited to 
one quick week annually. Throughout the year, 
also, various Churches pray for Christian unity 
incessantly. We must do it daily since the 
problem of separation is so serious that it 
damages the work of Christ himself and 
“'scandalizes the world and damages that most 
holy cause, the preaching of the gospel.” 


Thus our prayer is a hope and an invitation to 
all sons of the Catholic Church to unite in 
unanimity and depth of feeling, forming a body 
all together before the Lord, that he might hear 
the urgent cry of his faithful who together ask 
of him light and strength to do his will and walk 
together, shoulder to shoulder, in his paths. 


We want to end by stressing again that the 
search for unity is not only the job of special 
groups, such as our special secretariat [the 
Vatican Secretariat for Promoting Christian 

_ Unity], but it is the responsibility. of all baptized 
and especially of all Catholics. ‘‘The concérn 
for restoring unity involves the whole Church,’’ 
Vatican Il affirmed, ‘‘faithful and clergy alike. 
It extends to everyone, according to the talent 
of each, whether it be exercised in daily 
christian living or in theological and historical 
studies.’ 

Concord in this search can only. lead to 
concord in the final result. And that is what we 
all want inthe name of the Lord. —For Week of

If it’s not taxes it’s schools 


Death and taxes still remain the certainties of 
life, but education and its costs are also 
unavoidable. With the recent rulings that the public 
school systems have to be ‘‘equalized’’ and 
desegregated, the whole scene is thrown into some 
confusion. 


Inarecent letter to the New York Times, Willard 


W. Garvey, of Wichita, Kans., said: ‘‘In 10 years © 


the world’s best education could be available to our 
children: by simply returning to free, competitive 
market principles.’’ And he meant the funding of 
education by vouchers. 


He estimated that in New York the schools cost 
the public $2,500 a year for each student. In place 
of that he suggested paying parents a $2,000 
voucher for each child which they could use at the 
school of their choice, public or private. 


This is one system long advocated by many for 
the solution of financial problems for our Catholic 
schools, which would obviously rank high in 
popularity under such a program, thanks to their 
good credentials. However, the lobbies for. public 
school teachers and administrators are so strong 
that it is doubtful whether any legislature would 
support the plan. 


With ‘the voucher system there would be an 


overall saving of money, and it would also— 


simultaneously achieve equalization of funding and 
desegregation— governed by parents’ choice. 


Presidency and prayer 


The Ford administration ended on a note of 
prayer and the Carter administration began with 
one. Inauguration week was marked by a series of 
prayer services, including an unprecedented 
inauguration morning service at the Lincoln 
Memorial, an interfaith service, and an Inaugura- 
tion Day Mass at the National Shrine of the 
Immaculate Conception. There were also prayers at 
the actual swearing-in ceremony. 


Some people have questioned the participation of 
the various faiths in such occasions. Surely this 
participation recognizes that this is still ‘‘one 
nation, under God’’ even though there is pluralism 
about the worship. of God. 

Prayer is never a formality. It is always a. 
communication with God and therefore something 
sacrosanct. Those of us ministers who occasionally 
open a city council or county supervisors meeting 
with a prayer certainly hope that our prayer will 
benefit the assembly for which we pray. It may only 
be a formal item on the agenda but it is a prayer, 
nevertheless. 


Life begins at 70? 


Listening to a Sacred Heart radio hour recently (it 
comes on about 6:30 a.m. on Sundays with many 
other religious programs) | was impressed by the 
reminder that many famous people took a new lease 
on. life around the ‘‘three score and ten’’ mark. The 
‘preacher, Father Lucius Cervantes, SJ, said those 
who fear getting old should look around at some 
septuagenarians including: Bob Hope, Bing Crosby 
and Jimmy Cagney, who at 76 has just published 
his memoirs. He started painting at 60. He is now 
learning the classical guitar. John Wayne, Lee 
Marvin, Pearl Bailey and Mae West are all over 70. 


Among famous political figures and ‘statesmen 


the list is impressive for those who did their best 
work in their 70s and even 80s: Churchill, 
Roosevelt, Adenauer, De Gaulle, Chiang Kai-shek, 
Mao Tse-tung, Rockefeller, Harry Truman, Hubert 
Humphrey. Michelangelo was still chief architect of 
St. Peter’s Basilica at 89. Voltaire, Titian, 
Tennyson, Wagner, Verdi, Toscanni, Casal—all 
were creative geniuses into their 70s, 80s and 90s. 


We are told the mind reaches its peak at 60. But 
we all know Jack Benny stayed at 39 until he was 
well’ past 70. And, would you believe it, Mary 
Pickford is 82, the ‘‘sweetheart of America.’’ 
Robert Browning, the English poet, contemplated 


. old age with his ailing wife, Elizabeth Barrett © 
Browning by writing: ‘‘Grow old along with me; the | 


best is yet to be.’’ 


And to think that the Anglican Church Times of 
London last week had the temerity to suggest that 
Pope Paul VI should retire because he is nearly 80. 
‘‘His abdication from a throne which he clearly 
does not enjoy would favorably sway history’s 
verdict on him and make the way clear for a 
younger man with more zest,’’ said the paper.

REPEATEDLY, we roast the old 
chestnuts—love is akin to. hate— 
jealousy is part of loving—we are hurt 
because we love—we destroy what we 
love— punishment is the chastisement 
of love.

Somehow we. fail to see the 


contradiction in claiming love—that 
most selfless, positive and creative of 
powers—as the cause and excuse of 
negative and_ basically destructive 
reactions. Love is always ‘‘other-- 
centered’’ and we are succumbing to 
Orwell’s doublethink when we apply it 
to self-centered or _ self-protective 


emotional responses. . 


It is not outward but inward looking 
vision that sparks us to anger and the 
self-pity that surfaces in jealousy and 
“hurt’’ or disappointment and the 
desire to punish and hurt in return. 
However much as may be tempted to 
rationalize, love, by its very nature, 
must always be directed outward 
towards a greater awareness and 
acceptance of the other. 


LOVE WAS never blind. On the 
contrary, it should bring us to a 
deeper perception of the beauty and 
potential of the ones we love, without 
denying their imperfections. It must 
also reach beyond the apparent to the 
real person and the human hungers 
and conflicts that dictate our response 
and shape our personalities. 


To be true to its name, love must be 
gratuitous and enduring, expressing 
itself in commitment and faithfulness. 
It can never be conditional on whether 
or not the other meets our expecta- 
tions or pleases us— nor even upon his 
own fidelity. 


After all, if people are not what we 


- thought them to be and their actions 


not what we expected of them, who is 
to blame? The fault can usually be 
attributed less to them than to our 
own misunderstanding of them. 


THERE IS a poem by W.B. Yeats, 
the name of which | have long 


forgotten, but. which includes the 


stanza: ‘‘How many loved your wild 
moments of grace, And loved your 
beauty with love false and true, But 
one man loved the pilgrim soul in you, 
And loved the sorrows of your 
changing face.” 

It is many years since | first read 
those words, but even today they 
retain the power to arrest and grip my 
mind. To love the pilgrim soul in

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History in Terms of Covenant - 
God calls people with 
unbreakable promises 


By Father John J. Castelot 


So many ideas which recur in the Bible 
make it difficult to settle on any single one as 
the central, unifying theme: Several scholars 
have proposed that the notion of covenant 

- underlies and governs.all the others. While 
not everyone agrees, it has a great deal to 
recommend it.. The biblical authors them- 


selves, especially those of the so-called’ 


Priestly School, interpreted all history in 
terms of successive covenants.. 


The first one, at the beginning of time, 
before history began, would have been a 
covenant only in the broadest sense, an 
implicit agreement or pact between God and 
creation. The second was the covenant with 
Noah, the third the one with Abraham, and 
the fourth the covenant at Sinai. Strangely, 
however, the Priestly Tradition did not 
interpret the Sinai experience in covenant 


terms; Sinai merely specified the implica- 


tions of the covenant with Abraham. 


OTHER TRADITIONS, other interpreta- 
tions of sacred history, made much of the 
Sinai event precisely as a covenant. Still 
others, especially the one underlying 1 and 2 
Chronicles, .placed strong emphasis on the

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covenant with David and his dynasty. 


The men who wrote the biblical accounts 
were not simply historians, interested only 
in events and factual data. They were also 
theologians, intent on interpreting events 
and data in the light of their faith. They 
produced a theology of history, Salvation 
History. 

Now theology is a human science, even 


_ though it may be illumined by the light of the 


Spirit in varying degrees. It is limited to the 
use of human language, even when speaking 
of God and divine-human relationships. 


THOSE RELATIONSHIPS were funda- 
mental for the people who formed the 
biblical traditions and put them in writing. 
But a divine-human relationship is at bottom 
a mystery of faith which cannot be translated 
directly or adequately into human language. 


When the sacred authors wanted -to 
express God’s relations with humanity, they 
had to use familiar interpersonal relation- 
ships, like father-child, husband-wife, 


- king-subjects. The figure of a covenant was 


this same type of literary device. 


A covenant (Hebrew: berith) was a widely 
known, frequently used legal instrument in

A major Scripture theme in both the Old 
and New Testament, is the covenant. The 
covenant is the relationship of grace-filled 
friendship that God wills to exist between 
Himself and mankind. The covenant comes 
into existence as a result of God’s own 
initiative in choosing us to be His people, the 
ones with whom He wills to share His own 

~ life. Because of God’s free choice and 
through no merit of its own, Israel became 
“His people’? (Exodus 3:10, 14:31), a 
“‘priestly kingdom and a 
nation’’ (Exodus 19:5). 


The covenant theme, or God’s gracious 
choice of Israel as His beloved people was 
taken up and deepened by the prophets, who 
likened the relationship that God willed to 


exist between Himself and Israel to the 


consecrated 


are gifts of a loving God 


loving friendship, faithful unto death, that is - 


meant to exist between husband and wife 
(cf. Hosea, Ezekiel 16:6-14). 


GOD’S COVENANT with His people was 
renewed and given an even deeper meaning 
in Christ, whose blood is the blood of the 
new and everlasting covenant (Mark 14:24 
and par.). God’s choice of us as His people is 
irrevocable; it is etched into our hearts 
(Romans 5:5, 8:4-16; cf. Jeremiah 31:31-34); 
because of it we are a royal priesthood and a 
holy nation (1 Peter 2:9), whose high priest, 
Jesus, is forever with the Father interceding 
for us and inaugurating our communion with 
Him (Hebrews 8:8-12). 


Yes, God has chosen us, and in choosing 
us He has chosen all men and women of 
every age. For we are simply to be the 
vanguard of His kingdom, His reign of love 


the ancient Mid-East, like our modern 
contract. Basically it-was an agreement 
between two parties by which rights were 
recognized, duties imposed, obligations 
assumed, promises made. Usually it was 
witnessed and more or less solemnly 
validated by the taking of oaths, sacrificial 


‘offering, sharing a meal, or some other 


symbolic action. 


A covenant could establish relations 
between individuals, tribes, political enti- 
ties, or an individual and a group, as in the 
case of a king and his vassals. Most of them 
involved mutual obligations, but there was 
also a type known as the ‘‘covenant of (royal) 
grant,’’ according to which a sovereign 
bound himself to confer a favor or favors on a 
vassal, with no strings attached. 


THE BIBLICAL theologians knew by faith 
that God had entered into mysterious 
relationships with this or that person or the 
whole people at various times, They seem to 
have found the familiar covenant institution 
an especially effective way of giving human 
expression to these mysteries. It furnished 
analogies for nearly every one of them. 


The bonds linking God and Abraham or 
God and David ‘had precedents in the 
covenants between individuals; they were 
also like the ‘‘royal grants,’’ with God 
making unconditional, irrevocable promises. 


The Sinai event was interpreted different- 
ly in two traditions. An earlier one described 
it in terms of a tribal or family covenant, with 
Yahweh establishing kinship with Israel, 
having rescued them from slavery and now 
promising continued help and imposing 


_ obligations, while they in turn respond by 


and justice and peace. By choosing us, and 
in particular by freely choosing to become 
Himself one of us, He reveals to us our 
sanctity and our vocation. We are holy 
because He loves us with an inexpressible 
and inexhaustible love; our vocation is to 
ratify His choice of us and to become what 
we are really meant to be: His friends, the 
ones with whom He wills to share His very 
own life and love. 


God invited us to choose life (cf. 
Deuteronomy 4:1) and in Jesus makes this 
possible. What, in practice, does this mean? 
It means that we are to respond gratefully 


_ and joyfully to God’s choice of us. We are to 


open our hearts to Him and to His goodness. 
‘We are to look upon life itself and the goods 
of life—health, knowledge, play, friendship, 
justice peace—as gifts from His loving 
hands. We are to seek these goods for 
ourselves and for all others. We are to 
recognize them for what they are and to love 
them properly. 


THIS MEANS that we are to love these 
goods because they really are goods of 
human persons and created participations in 
the goodness of God Himself. We are not to 
make of these created goods idols or 
substitute gods, slavishly seeking some at 
the expense of others or making them to be 
the end-all and be-all of our lives. 
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Choosing God's choice of us 


agreeing to live as grateful members of His 
family. A later tradition interpreted Sinai on 
the model of what is known as the Hittite 
Suzerainty Treaty, a carefully articulated 
treaty between a king and his vassals. 


COMMON TO ALL the biblical covenants 
is the divine initiative. It is God who calls 
Abraham and David and makes unbreakable 
promises to them. It is He who guides the 
people to Sinai, adopts them as His own, 
offers His love and protection, and asks 
them to respond with love and obedience. In 
spite of the coldly legalistic air of some 
passages, the truth is that the basic covenant 
reality is a warm interpersonal relationship. 


God lovingly offers Himself to His people 
and invites a response of love which will 
express itself in obedience to the terms of 
the covenant. No single book brings out the 
full implications of the covenant more 
impressively than Deuteronomy. (Read 
Deuteronomy 7:7-9). 


Christ came to lead a new and surpassing 
Exodus, to form a new people of God, to 


_ establish a ‘‘new and everlasting covenant’’ 


in His blood. All the ideas-set forth above 
apply here: the loving divine initiative, our 
response in kind, our joyful fidelity to His 
will. 


As we read in 1 Peter: ‘‘You, however, are 
‘a chosen race, a royal priesthood, a holy 
nation, a people he claims for his own to 
proclaim the glorious works’ of the One who 
called you from darkness into his own 
marvelous light. Once you were no people 
but now you are God’s people; once there 


-was no mercy for you, but now you have 


found mercy’’ (1 Peter 2:9-10). 


That would be quite wrong, for God alone is 
the highest good, the good to be loved above 
every created good. But we are to 
acknowledge them for what they are: real 
goods of human persons, gifts from the loving 
God that He wills to communicate to and 
share with us and that He wills that we 
communicate and share with others. 


We reject God’s choice of us when we 
close our hearts to these goods and to the 
human.persons in whom they are incarnated 
and for whom they are meant. We-reject His 
choice of us when we look on these goods of 
human existence as our own private 
possessions, as goods for me and my 
friends, and refuse to realize that all human 


beings, all the children of God, have a right 


to them. We reject His choice of us when we 
deliberately, of sét purpose, set out to 
destroy these goods in ourselves and in 


- others. 


Most important of all, we ratify God’s 
choice of us as His people when we choose to 
act as He did in Jesus. In Jesus He shows us 
that He is indeed an Emmanuel, a God who 
exists with and for His people, giving 
Himself to them in loving service. If we, His 
people, aré to choose God’s choice of us, we 
will choose to be like Him and to make of our 
lives and oblation, a gift, of service to Him in 
and with and for the persons with whom we 
share our lives.

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‘Choosing God's Choice of Us 


God calls, we answer 


and take the risk of faith

“The story of the call of the prophet 
Jeremiah is a case study of the meaning of 
faith. Born in the little town of Anatoth, a 
few miles north of Jerusalem, Jeremiah 
anticipated a quiet, unassuming career as a 
low ranking clergyman. Anatoth was a 
retirement community for clergy and 
Jeremiah was born of a priestly family. 


His own self image was that of a frail, shy 
unpolitical type personality. He hated 
crowds. He abhorred public speaking. It was 
anguish for him to do even the most obscure 
public duties before the eyes of an audience. 
In.another age he would probably have been 
a faceless clerk in a large bureauacracy— 
and have been perfectly happy at that. 


BUT GOD had otlier plans for this young 
man. The Lord entered his consciousness 
and called him to leave the little village, go 
up to Jerusalem and undertake the ministry 
of calling the sinful people to grace. God 
wanted this bashful youth to be a bold 
proclaimer of the will of God. 


Jeremiah, who could scarcely tell a dog to 
get out of his way, was now supposed to 
stand up in the temple and accuse the people 
of their selfishness, hatreds, superstitions, 
adulteries, thefts and cheatings. He who 
could barely stare into the eyes of the mayor 
of Anatoth is called by God to eyeball the 
very governors of Jerusalem—indeed the 
king himself—and tell them to their faces 
that they think no more of God than they do 
of slaves in the royal kitchens. 


He was asked to unmask hypocrisy and: 
strip away the pretensions of a people who 
claimed to be lovers of God, when in fact 
they were simply unadulterated lovers of 
themselves. Jeremiah, in other words, may 
have been-a retiring personality, but he was 
not dumb. He knew what God was asking. 
He realized the consequences—and he hated 
the very thought of putting himself in 
the public eye in so compromising a fashion. 


-AND HE TOLD God as much. ‘‘I am too 


, young..I know not how to speak.’’ (J eremiah 


1:6) The spare biblical statement masks the, 
full brunt of his protest. He cites his youth to 
illustrate his. awkwardness and the lack of 
credibility before the sophisticated middle 
class and royal courtier crowd in Jerusalem. 
And:as far as his speech was concerned, it 
was not just that he lacked platform 


presence or a stage personality. 


He claimed he simply could not bear to 
stand before the eyes of others in so bold a 
manner. He would stumble and stutter and 
betray small town grammar and localisms 
that would simply cause the listeners to give 
him an amused smile, if they didn’t decide to 
do worse and put his head in the stocks for a 
public display. (In fact they did both of these 
things later on). 


God simply waved aside the objections. 
God did not want a polished public speaker, 
nor did He intend to send a distinguished 
silver haired wise man who would persuade 
by the sweet reasonableness of his presence 
and smooth talk. God decided on an 
apparently poor choice: a young unseasoned 
person with a halting capacity for the rich 
cadences of speech. ‘‘To whomever I send 
you, you shall go; Whatever I command you, 
you shall say. Have no fear before them, 
because I am with-you to deliver you,”’ says 
the Lord. 


JEREMIAH PONDERED this offer. He 
resisted, he squirmed. He rationalized. He 
asked his friends. They were no real help for 
they agreed he would be a poor choice. He 
wouldn’t last half a day in Jerusalem before 
they hounded him out of the city with 
laughter and perhaps a few tomatoes thrown 
at him. 


Still Jeremiah reflected on God’s promise, 
“I will be with you. I will be in your heart 
and bones, keeping your bones from shaking 
and your heart from faltering fear. My love 
will eventually drive out the fear that holds 
you back. Let me in.” 


God had chosen Jeremiah. But it was up to 
Jeremiah to accept that choice, to take the 
risk of faith and let God into his life. 
Jeremiah could recite a thousand reasons for 
not doing it. But he found himself strangely 
touched and moved by this offer of love. 
“Let me in,’’ said God. And Jeremiah finally 


opened his heart, made a faith choice to let 


God into his life. 


The results were astounding. Through the 
years, Jeremiah grew into one of the world’s 


greatest prophets. Not overnight. Not 


without grief. But surely and steadily to the 
point that we treasure his life and his 
witness 2,500 years later. 


“TLet'me in,’’ says God to each of us. “‘All 
right. Lord, do come in.”

Does God need sacrifice ? 


Simple but Symbolic Gesture — 
We are joined to Christ 
as water is towine _

Those of us whose attitudes for participa- 
tion at Mass were formed prior to the Second 
Vatican Council tended then to place a great 
emphasis on the offertory rite. We tried at 
that point to “‘offer’”’ our lives with its recent 
ups and downs, successes and failures as the 
priest ‘‘offered”” the bread and wine. 


There was nothing drastically wrong with 
such an approach. But the practice did, 
however, seem to overemphasize this 


portion of the liturgy. Further, it distracted . 


from the essential sacrifice and oblation of 
the Church which is performed later at the 


consecration and the memorial offering 


immediately afterwards. 


THE NEW order of Mass follows a middle 
course in its revision of the offertory. The 
rite has not been reduced to a’ mere 
preparation of bread and wine with only one 
prayer, an oration over the gifts at the 
conclusion. Yet neither has the earlier 
version with many prayers and a heavy 
“‘offering’’ motif been retained. A look at 
several portions of this section in the 
eucharistic liturgy should illustrate that 
compromise pattern. . 


_ The lengthy,. offering prayers which 
accompanied the elevation of bread and wine 
have been replaced by short statements of 
praise. These new texts are based on-ancient 
formulas, probably the very words used for 
the blessing of bread and wine in Jewish 
meals during our Lord’s time. ‘“Blessed are 
you, Lord God of all Creation. Through your 
goodness we have this bread to offer, which 
earth has given and human hands have 
made. It will become for us the bread of 
life.”’ 


A similar one, of course, is employed for 
the wine. 


UNFORTUNATELY, many celebrants 
today have on their own adopted a ptactice 
of combining the two blessing»prayers-and 
elevating the bread and wine together. 


These ask that what began with the 
Incarnation (God became man) may now be 
fulfilled in this sacrament. The formula also 
requests that we might share in the divinity 
of Him, Jesus, who became man for us. 


ST. CYPRIAN, in the third century, saw in 
this mingling of the water and wine a clear 
indication that the sacrifice of Christ also 
embraces the Christian people. The great 
liturgical scholar, Jesuit Father Josef 
Jungmann, summarized Cyprian’s thought: 
‘As Christ has borne our sins by his 
sufferings, so too in this sacrifice the people 
are joined to Christ just as inseparably as the 
water to the wine, and thus are included in 


the gifts offered up.” 


Hence, the water disappearing into and 
linked inseparably with the wine symbolizes 
several mysteries of our faith: the intimate 
union of God and man achieved through 
Christ’s coming into the world; the 
marvelous share in Jesus’ divinity we are 
offered through grace; the close link 
between ourselves and the Lord’s sacrifice. 


The washing of the celebrant’s hands had 
a very pragmatic function in early centuries. 
They would have been soiled by his 
receiving and disposing of the bread, wine, 
oil, candles and other gifts of the people 
brought forward following the homily. In our 
day this normally is not the case. 
Nevertheless the Church retains the gesture 
due to both its ancient nature and symbolic 
value. 


- THE GENERAL Instruction in article 52 
notes: ‘‘The priest washes his hands as. an 
expression of his desire for inward 


purification.”’ 
It us regretable how often either that 


symbolic cleansing has been omitted by the . 


priest or performed almost invisibly. The 
washing of hands as a symbol needs little 


‘explanation and, accomplished with a large 


pitcher and basin in the ‘clear view of the 
congregation, can be effective in an era 
bereft of many religious signs.

It is unfortunate that so much debate has raged on 
certain aspects of Catholic sexual ethics that the 
broader and more positive elements of the Catholic 
sexual viewpoint have been overlooked—often even 
by Catholics. 


It must be remembered that when Christianity 
appeared in the world, human thinking about 
sexuality was dominated by two opposing currents. 


ON THE ONE hand there was an intense pagan 


“hedonism that sought only pleasure and regarded 


others as instruments of pleasure; on the other, 
there was the contempt for the human body as the 
prison of the human spirit, a mark of most 
philosophical systems after Plato. Sex was viewed as 
debasing because it was the most powerful of forces 
that confined the human spirit in its physical 
bondage. 


‘Christianity opposed both errors, and in the 
process often permitted itself to be contaminated by 
the body-hatred of the platonic world view which, 
dominated philosophical and religious thinking in 
the late stages of the Roman empire. Part of the 
reason for such a drift, of course, was that in their 
pastoral work Christian thinkers like St. Augustine 
were confronted with the survival of pagan 
hedonism. 


Thus the residue of sexual puritanism still to be 
found in some Catholic quarters is a distortion of the 
Catholic tradition and not an accurate representation 
of it. While Catholicism does indeed praise celibacy 
as a special way of serving God, it does not mean 
that the Catholic tradition thinks that sexual union is 
base, degrading, inferior, or second-rate. 


IT IS SIMPLY another way of being in the world, 
and the issue is not whether it is better or worse than 
celibacy but rather which particular form of 
commitment represents that to which a given 
individual has been called. 


However, in the marriage™ liturgies and the 
popular devotions of the ordinary faithful, the basic 
insights of the Christian sexual vision persisted— 
often despite what the theologians were saying. 
When St. Paul chose to compare the sexual union 
between man and woman to the union between God 


and his people, Jesus and his church, he did do to 
illustrate the closeness of these unions. 

HE GAVE -the definitive Christian response to the 
antisex puritans of his own time and subsequent 
times. And so, for that matter, did Jesus when he 
worked his first miracle to keep a marriage feast at 
Cana from turning into a failure. : 


Three themes run through a mature Catholic 


sexual vision: life, person and commitment. While 


Catholicism has never taught that every sexual act 
must be procreative, it does believe that sexuality is 
linked to the continuation of humankind and the 
propagation of human life. 


Life is sacred and must be respected. To treat it 
with disrespect or contempt is to threaten the basis 
of all human existence and civilization. Such a 


teaching is not superfluous in an era that has seen ° 


the holocaust in the concentration camps and at 
Hiroshima. 


SEX IS FOR pleasure, of course, but it is also for 
life. As such, it is the most sacred and precious gift 
possible. Human reproduction is not merely a 
biological function; it is an activity filled with moral 
and religious responsibility, a truth that humankind 


_ has known from its earliest years. These 
responsibilities may be fulfilled in different ways in 


different times, but Catholicism cannot in principle 
accept -a total separation between sex and the 
creation of new life. 


Second, sex is between persons— between human 
beings with hopes, fears,Wnsecurities, expectations, 
vulnerabilities. It is not .an automatic act, a 
responsibility that must be fulfilled, an exploitation 
of the weak by the strong. It maybe fun, but it is not 
just fun; if the basic humanity of the sexual partner 
is not reverenced and respected, then sex becomes a 
perverted evil. © 

Finally there is a strain in sexual activity toward 
commitment. Obviously it is biologically possible to 
have sex without it, but psychologically there is a 


cost both in the diminishing of sexual pleasure and | 


in the injury done to the persons involved. 


Sex is one of the best ‘’sacraments’’ (re-presenta- 
tions) of the love of God for his people precisely 
because of the built-in tendency toward commitment 
involved in sexual love. 


GOD SPEAKS TO us in the world mostly through 
other people. God’s spirit, the spirit of life and love, 
challenges us to that which is richest, most 
generous, most trusting, and most open in our 
personalities mostly through our encounters with 
other human beings. % 

For most of us, the most powerful invitations to 
break out of. the narrowness,- the timidity, the 
defensiveness, the selfishness behind which we too 
often hide comes through sexual love. God, in other 
words, calls us forth to be the best of which we are 
capable through sexual love. 


BUT THE challenges of sexual intimacy are very 
great. For the payoff of sex to continue and grow, 
two people must be not only physically vulnerable to 
one another but also psychologically vulnerable. 
Fear, insecurity, and shame destroy the possibility 
for growth through sexuality. Yet vulnerability is 
hard because it means that we are so open, body and 


spirit, to the other that he or she can hurt us, wound 


us, even break our hearts. 

More than that, in the ordinary course of events 
the other will hurt us, and we will hurt the other. The 
joy of sexual love involves the pain of being hurt by 
the loved one as well as the guilt of knowing we have 
caused pain. It also requires the strength and the 


faith to begin anew. — 


Often married people turn away from such 
vulnerability because while the pleasures it brings 
are very great, the risks seem even greater. Hence 
much of the difficulty with human sexuality in the 
present era is that we expect much more from our 
sexual intimacies than our ancestors did, yet we 


have not expanded our skills at being vulnerable ~ 


ourselves and being tender with the vulnerabilities 
of others. x : 


VULNERABILITY AND tenderness— particularly 


~ throughout a long period of committed relationship 


—require courage and faith. It is hard to be both 
gentle and open unless one believes that one lives in 
a world in which good is stronger than evil, purpose 
more evident than absurdity, love more: pervasive 
than hate, life more powerful than death. Only if the 
ultimate powers of the universe underwrite and 
validate our strivings for vulnerability and 
tenderness can we keep taking the risks involved. 


For Gatholic Christians, then, the image of a God 
who is-committed to us in passionate love with 
implacable fidelity is a guarantee that one does live 
in an ultimately benign universe where it is safe to 
risk oneself in the taking and the giving of human 
intimacy. Note well that it is the Catholic conviction 
that the world is under the control of a deity whose 
love is so powerful that it makes the passion of 
sexually aroused humans for one another than human 
arousal but more passionate. 


It is that faith that can. and should support humans 
as they strive to develop the physical and 
psychological skills that are necessary for their 
common life. Fidelity is not so much a negative 
thing, like staying out of someone else’s bed, as it is 
a positive quest for improving the quality of the 
common life together—in bed and out of it. 


CATHOLICISM IS in the process of reevaluating 
some of its traditional sexual norms not because any 
fundamental pricniples have changed but because 
the circumstances in which those principles must be 
applied. have changed and because we have new 
insights into human behavior that we did not possess 
in years gone by. 

The Church has always opposed divorce because 
of its conviction about the importance of the personal 
commitment involved in sex. The Church still 
believes that a full marriage commitment between 
two baptized people is an irrevocable commitment. 


However, in recent years, with the advances made ~ 


in psychological understanding, the Church has 
come to recognize that a considerable degree of 
psychological and personal maturity is required to 
make a full marriage commitment, and that many 
marriages from the beginning were not marked by 
such a commitment. Hence ‘‘annulments’’—the 


_ decision that such maturity was not present—and 


more frequent than they used to be. 
ONE MUST ALSO say candidly that there is 


substantial disagreement among Catholics on the - 


subject of contraception. No one would argue that 
unlimited fertility. is required, but the official 
(though ‘‘non-infallible’’) teaching of the Pope is 
that all ‘‘artificial’’ means of birth control (including 
the pill) are contrary to God’s law.

‘Middle class’ Church fails Hispanics

OCEANSIDE—‘‘Most Mexican-Americans are living at a 
poverty level,’’ says Father Gustavo Benson, associate at St. 
Mary Star of the Sea parish ‘here. 


‘*And because the American Catholic Church is basically 
middle class, she is losing the lower classes. At an alarming 
rate they are either dropping religion altogether or switching 
to the more fundamental, evangelical donominations,’’ asserts 
the diocesan Mexican-American priest who was ordained in 
1972. 


“FIFTY-TWO per. cent of Catholics in the San Diego 
diocese have Spanish surnames according to the U.S. 
census,’’ he maintains, in an interview 
with Southern Cross. 


“That does not mean that they all 
speak Spanish, but more than half the 
Catholics in this diocese are certainly 
bicultural. And a good number of them 
speak only or primarily Spanish,”’ 
asserts Father Benson, who was raised 
in Calexico, and who owes his surname 
to his Swedish great-grandfather. 


And, in his view, the character of the 
Church’s institutions and services in 
this diocese does not reflect the needs of 
its people. 

“ONLY A HANDFUL, about 25, of our more than 400 
priests and deacons are Spanish-speaking. And how many of 
the Youth Department’s programs or CCD programs are 
offered in Spanish or are presented to meet the cultural and

psychological needs of Chicanos and other ethnic groups? © 


How many of the teachers in our Catholic schools speak 
Spanish?’’ he asks. 


Father Benson, a graduate of the University of San 
Francisco and St. Patrick Seminary, Menlo Park, maintains 
that many of the programs in the diocese, even if offered in 
Spanish, are seldom geared to the cultural or even 
educational level of the’ majority of Mexican-Americans. 


“The diocese must simplify the approach to faith for 
Mexican-Americans; free it from all the bureaucracy, 
institutionalization and middle class values,’’ he believes. 


‘SAT PRESENT,”’ he continues, ‘“‘we have a middle-class, 

’ Anglo church to which Mexican-Americans are expected to 

adapt. Before we can have a universal Church, 

Mexican-Americans must be allowed to develop as an ethnic 

group with a church they can identify with and find support 
itsps0 74 


“Eventually, when the Mexican-American feels secure as 
to identity and culture, he will be able to function as an equal 
within the American Church,’’ Father Benson says. 


To achieve this, in his opinion, an important requirement is 
more Spanish-speaking and more Mexican-American 
priests. ‘‘It is not unreasonable,’ he claims, “‘to expect every 
priest serving Mexican-American people to be fluent in 
Spanish whether he is Mexican-American or not.”’ 


HE ALSO BELIEVES the nature of the priesthood and the 


seminaries will have to change if more Mexican-Americans. 


are to be attracted to the priesthood. ‘

» Mexican-Americans are not college educated,”’ 


priests is a barrier to Mexican- Americans. But more 
importantly, the emphasis of seminary requirements has to 
be changed for Mexican-Americans. 


‘Required courses like philosophy, for example, are 


abstract and could be replaced with such courses as sociology 
to help better prepare the future priest to heal with his own 
people,’ Father Benson says. 


ADDITIONALLY, the ‘‘middle-class lifestyle of the 
seminary is foreign to the average Mexican-American and 
further alienates him from the ministry,’’ he believes. 


He adds: ‘‘If the Mexican-American does make it through 
he has usually been so ‘whitewashed’ that he no longer 
relates to his own people. And when so few priests speak 
Spanish in a diocese which is definitely bilingual, why doesn’t 
anyone have the courage and insight to question the need for 
studying Latin in the seminary? 


‘‘A summer course in Spanish is still ‘tokenism.’ One 
intensive course in French could never fully prepare a person 
to understand French culture, tradition, history, philosophy 
and religious beliefs. Why should we then assume that the 


“needs of the Mexican-American are so simplistic? Or do we 


truly care,’’ he asks. 


ALSO NEEDED, in his opinion, is a permanent deacon 
program for Mexican-Americans with different requirements 
and approaches than the current program. 


“Most of our permanent deacons are college educated,” 
Father Benson points out. And he reasons that since ‘‘most 
they are not 
attracted to the deacon program. 


He said that Detroit and other midwestern dioceses give 
“*excellent examples of new methods for the Spanish-speak- 
ing in deacon and CCD programs.”’ 


HE CONTINUES: ‘‘Even though Mexican-Americans are 
not attracted to the current diaconate program, they could 
still perform valuable services in their CONOR as 
ordained ministers. 

‘*And they would not be ‘second class’ deacons, just as the 
current permanent deacons are not ‘second class’ priests,”’ 
he adds. 


In short, ‘‘if our diocese is going to serve the 


‘Mexican-Americans, it must trust its Mexican-American 


bishop, priests, Sisters and laity and allow them to develop 
their own programs to present the faith in a more dynamic 
manner capable of meeting Mexican-American needs,” 


asserts Father Benson. 
“‘That is the only way we will solve the serious problems we - 


now face as Catholics,’’ he concludes,

A look at books 


PATHWAYS IN SCRIPTURE by Father 
Damasus Winzen, OSB. Ann Arbor, MI, 
Word of Life. 328 pages, $3.95 pb. 


After World War II, Father Damasus was 
chaplain to the nuns at Regina Laudis, 
Bethlehem, Conn., the centerpiece in the 
movie Come to the Stable. Until he founded 
Mt. Saviour Monastery near Elmira, N.Y., in 
1951, he issued regular newsletters on 
scripture reading. 


These gems have now been gathered 
together in book form so that a whole new 
generation of readers may savor them.

Father Damasus covers a whole book of 
the Bible in each chapter. He searches for 
the spiritual richness in the book, and 
suggests paths of study or spiritual profit.

THE CRUEL CAESARS by Ronald Sarno. 
Alba Books, Canfield, OH 44406. 167 pages, 
$1.95 pb. 


The New Testament has both a divine and 
human authors. The human authors were 
very much influenced by the history and 
culture of their times. 


That’s the thesis that led Sarno to write 
this book. Ten Roman Emperors ruled the 
world during the time the events of the New 
Testament took place and during the years 
they were finally recorded. - 


Their effect on the formation of the New 
Testament is quite direct. Sarno investigates 
their influence and adds much to our 
understanding of the civilization that existed 
at the:time called by St. Paul ‘‘the fullness of 
time.’’
